| the Canadian National Railways earn- 
ed ten per cent, on investment and 
in 1930, worst year o record, no less 
than seven per cent., Sir Henry Thorn- 
ton, chairman and president of the 
| Canadian National Railway, told mem- 
bers of the Canadian club at a lunch. 
j con here Wednesday es he surveyed 
the railway’s achievements during the 
past elght years, 

During that period, he said, the net 
addition to capital had amounted to 
$271,000,000 and it was this that had 
made possible the 1926 increase in net 
earnings reaching the mark of $36,- 
400,000. He treated as ridiculous the 
rumor, created by “someone with more 
imagination than accurgcy” that the 
net addition to capital hid been §800,- 
000,000, The figure was $371,000,000 
and the money had cost less than five 
per cent, he sajd. 

“When we began,” said Sir Henry, 
“we faced the problem of unconnected, 
competing, duplicating lines; bad road- 
beds; terminals in a bad state of re- 
pair; wooden trestle bridges wearing 
out; motive power that was too light 
for increasing traffic and for economic 
performance; obsolescent car equip- 
ment; a lack of automatic signals and 
other facilities.

TWIN FAILURES 


Apparently Lord Beaverbrook is 
having no greater success trying to boss 
British Conservatives from the inside than 
Premier Bennett met with in trying to 
stampede them from the outside. 

When Mr. Bennett demanded a British 
tax on foreign wheat as the price of a 
Canadian preference on British goods, 
Mr. Baldwin promptly replied that food 
taxes had no place in his program. And 
on Friday the Baldwin candidate beat the 
Beaverbrook candidate by five thousand 
seven hundred votes in the bye-election 
in St. George's division. 

ENDING THE EXPEDIENT 

The United States Farm Board an- 
nounces that it will not buy wheat this 
year with government funds, as it did last, 
in order (o maintain the price in that coun- 
try above the world level. That is rather 
to be regretted from the standpoint of the 
Canadian wheat grower, since it means 
that the price in the United States will 
subside to the price in world markets, and 
U. S. wheat again enter the export field. 

But, as the board points out, it cannot 
go on indefinitely buying more wheat than 
it sells at a higher price than it can get. 
The board is now carrying 200,000,000 
bushels, bought at a figure away above 
the world price, and has no prospect of 
unloading without a loss. The law of sup- 
ply and demand may be suspended tem- 
porarily by artificial interference, but it 
eventually establishes a level—either by 
shrinkage in supply or an increase in de- 
mand, 


DISTRIBUTING THE COST 

The taxpayers of the city, who last 
year had to put up $100,000 to cover the 
deficit in the operation of the Royal 
Alexandra hospital, will approve the ac- 
tion of the hospital board in making an 
effort to assess some of the capital 
charges of the institution upon other 
municipalities which make use of itS ser- 
vices. Under a new form of contract 
adopted by the board an outside munici- 
pality is required to pay seventy-five cents 
per day for each indigent patient sent to 
the hospital, in addition to the charges for 
treatment, the extra fee to go toward 
meeting the overhead expense. 

Hitherto patients of that class have 
been treated at the cost of the service ren- 
dered, The taxpayers of the city provided 
the building and equipment at their own 
expense, paying the capital charges 
through their tax bills, 

The principle having been established 
that it is the duty of a municipality in Al- 
berta to provide hospital accommodation 
for its residents, the obligation must hold 
against one municipality as another. If 
some municipalities see fit to send pa- 
tients to city hospitals, rather than build 
local hospitals, they presumably do so be- 
cause the cost is less, and it is fair that 
they should help pay for the accommoda- 
tion thus provided, 


TIME TO TAKE STOCK 


The legislature has decided that before 
the opening of the next session the pro- 
vincial auditor is to prepare a _ report 
showing the securities held by the pro- 
vince in respect of all loans made and all 
guarantees given to co-operative and 
other organizations. 

It is to be hoped this recommendation 
will be interpreted in the widest possible 
way; and that the report will show the 
present standing of every loan, whether of 
cash or credit, that has been made to 
every enterprise of every kind since the 
province came into existence. 

No doubt the preparation of such a 
report would be a formidable undertaking, 
for successive provincial governments 
have been generous in extending. the as- 
sistance of the province to private enter- 
prises of many kinds. But the more the 
loans that have been made, and the great- 
er the task of tabulating them and tracing 
their history, the more important is it 
that the legislature should have this in- 
formation, and that it should be widely 
broadcasted among the people of the pro- 
vince. 

No criticism is involved of any govern- 
ment or of any borrow@y in suggesting 


that it is time for a general stock-taking 
in this matter of extending loans of pro- 
vincial credit. 


That policy has been em- 


ployed by every government that has held 
office during a period of a quarter of a 
century, 

The credit of the province is the one 
asset that it can turn into cash with which 
to build highways and carry out other per- 
manent improvements. The legislature is 
the custodian of that asset, and respon- 
sible for the use that is made of it, whe- 
ther by direct action of the legislature it- 
self or by action of some other body to 
whom credit is loaned. 

No one who is familiar with the his- 
tory of the province would claim that the 
legislature itself has invariably succeeded 
in making a wise use of the publie credit. 
To suppose that credit can be loaned to 
other and less responsible bodies without 
some measure of risk is nonsense. It is 
time to find out exactly how much of the 
credit that has been loaned has been re- 
stored, and how much has to be written 
off as a dead loss or a doubtful claim. Un- 
less such a survey is made from time to 
time, to go on handing out credit is only 
inviting the mis-use of such advances, 
with eventual disaster at the end of the 
program.

WILL THE STANDARD FALL? 

From the Monthly Review, published by the Bank 
of Nova Scotia:—As in 1921, so also today men are 
asking (because they find themselves confronted with 
an emergency not unlike that of ten years #g0)— 
Will the recent fall of wholesale prices and the gen- 
eral reduction of our purchasing power, that have 
already caused so much unemployment, permanently 
reduce the living standards of the Canadian worker, 
whose earnings must somehow provide necessities 
and comforts for his family? 

Added point is given to this question, by the fact 
that we have now grown accustomed to very high 
standards. There is good reason to believe that, in 
the five years preceding 1929, such a degree of pros- 
perity was achieved, alike the United States and 
Canada, as to give the wage-carners of both countries 
@ more comfortable livelihood than has ever been 
enjoyed in the past by the mass of citizens in any 
country, It is this new and unprecedented standard 
of living, with regard to whose permanence certain 
misgivings have lately been expressed 

What are the facts with regard to the recent im- 
provement of living conditions in Canada’ Within 
the past four years these. have been analyzed from 
a number of different standpoints, in various issues 
of this Review. It will suffice to state here that from 
1925 to 1929, as a result of improved business con- 
ditions and improved industria! techaique (and after 
full allowance is made for changes in money rates 
of wages, in living costs, and in the regularity of 
employment, so far as the facts are available), the 
lot of the skilled workers seems to have been bettered 
by about 25%, that of the workers in factory trades 
by a little less than 20%, and that of unskilled 
workers in factories by somewhat more than 29% 
Indeed, if account could be taken of the spread of 
material comfort due to new inventions, as well as 
of the results of higher wages and lower living casts, 
the percentages would undoubtedly be still higher

Health and Diet Advice

FUNCTIONS OF THE STOMACH 

The stomach when empty should le in the left 
side of the abdomen at a point just above the umbili- 
cus. However, it is rare to find the stomach in this 
normal position, Usually, in examining a _ patient 
under the x-ray, we find that the stomach hus de- 
scended very low in the abdomen, sometimes produc- 
ing pressure upon the bladder or rectum 

The stomach secretes gastric juices of which the 
active portions consist of hydrochloric acid, pepsin 
and rennin. The juice is quite clear, almost odor- 
less, and acid in reaction. Thé muscular walls of the 
Stomach provide a churning effect which thoroughly 
mixes the gastric juice with the food which has been 
swallowed. At the Jower end of the stomach is a 
valve which prevents the stomach’s contents from 
emptying into the small intestines until hey have 
been sufficienly digested. The hydrochloric acid in 
the stomach’s juice destroys many of the germs 
swallowed with food and it also acts as a stimulant 
to of the pyloric valve at the lower end of the 
tomach after the food has absorbed all of the hydro- 
ehioric acid which it needs for digestion, 

After the stomach’s contents have been emptied 
into the duodenum, the hydrochloric acid serves the 
further use of liberating a digestive secretion in the 
upper intestinal tract and also stimulates the flow 
ct pancreatic juice and bils. in the stomach the 
hydrochloric acid assists the pepsin in acting upon 
protein foods. The hydrochloric acid assists in de- 
stroylug the cellulose so that the other digestive fliuds 
can penetrate more easily into the food material, 
Pepsin, one of the digestive substances in the gastric 
Juice, assists in converting proteins into peptones 
which are further converted into amine acids by the 
pancreatic and intestinal juices so that they can be 
absorbed by the blood and cerried to the various parts 
of the body. Rennin, the other active element in the 
gastric juice, seems to he especially for the purpose 
of converting the protein of milk into the card form, 
after which the casein thus produced can be con- 
verted by pepsin into a soluble form, 

Fats are not digested in the stomach unless they 
are in a highly emulsified form, when they are 
changed to some extent into glycerin and fatty acids 
by the gastric juice, 

The carbohydrates or starches are not changed 
by the gastric juice in any way, although the cellu- 
lose may be softened. 

It has been found that when a large amount of 
fat is used with protein food, the digestion of the lat- 
ter is somewhat delayed, If much starch is eaten witl 
a protein meal, it may absorb a large amount of gas- 
tric juice and in this way prevent complete digestion 
of the proteins. For these reasons I recommend 
that, protein foods be eaten without the addition of 
much fat or ctarchy material at the same ime, 

Most people will find th. meat, eggs or other pro- 
teins dgest best when eaten with non-starchy vege- 
tabsles rather than with starches and fats.

Answer: It is always possible to eliminate rheuma- 
tic poisons and get over the. soreness. which goes 
with any kind of rheumatism, but it is. not. always 
possibel to remove the bony growths which have 
formed in long-continued cases of arthritis, Those 
who are underweight get quicker results from fast- 
ing and therefore do not have to fast as long to get 
the same results as one who is overweight, 

Enema Habit 

Question: M. T, asks: “How long can one continue 
the enema without injury in ballooning, etc,?” 

Answer: 1 de not know of anyone who has ever 
been injured through taking enemas, but I consider 
it far better for one to do everything possible to bring 
about a cure of constipation, as two or three nor- 
mal bowel movements a day will bring about better 
elimination than by the use of enemas, The enema 
is an emergency measure to be used while one is 
learning to live »0 as to overcome constipation, 


Cloudy Lungs 

Question; ©. B, asks; “If an x-ray shows a lung 
to be cloudy, how serious does that signify?” 

Answer: A careful x-ray examination of an adult 
will almost always show what the x-ray specialist 
calls “cloudy” lungs, This is because everyone who 
has passed through childhood has had colds and other 
reppiratory disorders which leave their mark in ad- 
hesions and calcifications in the lungs, A mild 
cloudiness in the lungs is wot serious, but should al- 
ways be carefully studied by a competent physician 
and his recommendations followed,

School of Hard Knocks 


By BRUCE CATTON 


The superiority of man to all other animals, ac- 
cording to scientists of the Brush Foundation, arises 
chiefly from the fact that he is helpless for a longer 
time than other living things are, 

Physically, man gets a very poor break, An ape is 
fully grown at five or six years of age. By that time 
it has all of the strength it will need, and it can fend 
for itself. Most animals become adults even sooner, 
But man has to go through some 20 years or more of 
youth before he is ready to step out in the world and 
take his knocks with everyone else. 

Consequently man has had to make his intellect 
help him out. He has had to learn before he could 
settle down to live by habit. Being under this com- 
pulsion, he has left his brothers of the brute creation 
far behind him. The terrific handicap of long help- 
lessness has been his salvation, 

This, at any rate, is the verdict of the scientists; 
and it sets one’s thoughts moving on an interesting 
path. It helps to confirm the old suspicion that a 
hardship can be a blessing in disguise. The school of 
hard knocks—in which man, in all germerations, has 
been enrolled for the full course—can be extremely 
thorough 

Yet what a long step it is from beginnings to con- 
clusions! Prehistoric man, hiding his nakea weak- 
ness in an obscure cave to escape the wolf and tiger, 
and forcing his slow mind to invent stratagems by 
which he might out-wit them—there is a great gap 
between that and the modern scientist who traces his 
own brilliant mind straight back to that primeval dl- 
lemma, Because the human animal was at the mercy 
of the brutes a thousand centuries ago, we today have 
the music of Beethoven <.nd the Literature of Shakes- 
peare and the ingenious technical triumphs of a Mar- 
con! and a Wright, Those early handicape were valu- 
able possessions. 

There 1s nothing especially surprising in it, how- 
ever. Misfortune has always been a spur to achieve- 
ment, It is not by accident that the trail to the White 
House £0 often began in a log cabin; not by accident 
that the great ones of the earth so very, very fre- 
quently came from the lowest strata of society 

There is not a very great gap between realizing this 
and accepting the devout, old-fashioned belief that 
misfortunes were “sent into this world from above, 
for a purpose. Whether we bridge that gap or not, it 
is at least evident that adversity is a better school 
than we generally like to admit. As a race, we began 
our progress by getting hit on the chin. The same 
medicine still seems to work in the same way. 

OVERPRODUCTION 

Frequently we hear the opinion expressed that 
there is no such thing as overproduction or a surplus. 
The absurdity of referring to a surplus of wheat, for 
example, while both at home and abroad people are 
hungry is often cited. Then again the statement ap- 
pears that overproduction of commodities was re- 
sponsible in whole or in part for the decline in prices 
during late 1929 and 1930. We know, too, that mil- 
lions of bushels of wheat in excess of the usuel carry- 
over have accumulated in Canada and other large 
wheat producing countries in recent years. How does 
this confusion arise? Can we have overproduction— 
@ surplus--while people go hungry? And where does 
“price” enter the picture? 

A committee of agricultural economists a few years 
ago prepared some conclusions on the question which 
may interest those who stake sides on the matter. 
They call attention to the fact that there is a dif- 
ference between a physical surplus and an economic 
surplus, There is seldom a physical surplus of farm 
products except in the case of perishable products, 
because farm products are usually consumed at some 
price but there might be an economic surplus since 
goods are produced to be sold, not to be given away. 
When the layman speaks of overproduction he is 
thinking of it in the physical sense; when the econo- 
mist speaks of it he means that there is more of a 
commodity than can or will be used at a price which 
will induce farmers to again attempt to produce that 
quantity, There may be many hungry people in the 
world but if commodities, wheat for example, cannot 
be sold at prices that will induce further production 
of that commodity then there is a surplus in the 
economic sense—The Economic Annalist, Ottawa,

“MOB” PSYCHOLOGY 

“Mob” carries in its name the 
notion of a crowd, a bit ynruly and 
unintelligent, If it is your crowd, 
it is never a mob; it may even be a 
great crowd. Mob rule is disorderly; 
it shows the human herd nearer to 
its worst than to ils best. Under- 
lying this touch of contempt is the 
contrast of the individuai with the 
group. For as an individual, I re- 
tain and assert my individuality, my 
uniqueness, my way of my being 
different. We all know lots of com- 
mon, ordinary, average men; but one 
pu's himself in that class, 

The helpful side of our social na- 
ture is teamwork. Co-operation is 
its economic expression: Let’s pull 
together; join the bucket-brigade; 
“In union there is ctrength.” We 
are otherwise dependent on the 
group; we need an audience; even 
misery loves company, 

Mental fitness depends on the 
growth of individuality; and for that 
you need not only be alone, with a 
room to yourself, but stand alone 
and think for yourself. And that is 
when the mob begins to crowd. You 
are up against the force of numbers 
when you take the unpopular side. 
“The majority must be right” is 
wrong; for frequently it is right only 
when it began as a minority, and 
grew. It may have started as a lone 
cry in the wilderness, 

The art of mental self-defense is

worth cultivating, though you need 
not come to blows in an argument 
But even the radical joins a party 
and wants the rally of a crowd sup- 
port, The essential habit is to make 
your own reaction, like the secret 
ballot. A crowd of individuatists is 
much harder to organize; in fact, it 
is a company rather than a crowd 
and thougl these may come togethe: 
they do not get together, 

All of which means that numbers 
alone do not decide. There are as 
many levels of crowds as there are 
grades of individuals; mob is just 
the name for a low-level crowd, You 
may be in a select company, but a 
rather large one, and the selectness 
represents a high grade of individu- 
ality among those included, 

Too large classes in school or col- 
lege hinder both attention to the in- 
dividual and the feelings of being a 
person; too small classes lower com- 
petition, We must all prapare to 
live the individual and the collective 
life. It will not do to berate the 
mob nor yet to cater to its defects. 

Mental fitness applies to social 
psychology as well as to the indi- 
vidual. A compjete education in- 
cludes training in thinking as an 
individual and in playing your part 
in a group to lift its level, so that 
is cannot easily be stamped like a 
herd or panicked like a mob, There 
is much at siake in developing high- 
grade group behavior, 


On This Date 


MARCH 26 

Charles Green, aeronaut, died 
March 26, 1870, Charles Green was 
one of the most famous of the early 
balloon men. He lived to the ripe 
old age of 85 and died eventually in 
the bosom of his family, which was 
just a little exveptional among the 
early pioneers of the air, Heart 
disease was the trouble at the end, 
but if this was brought about by his 
exploits old age certainly ran a close 
competition with it, so he had little 
of which to complain, Green, of 
course, ought to have been killed 
quite early in life, but fate had de- 
cided otherwise. His ballooning 
career extended over 30 years, dur- 
ing which period he made fourteen 
hundred ascents, three times cross- 
ing the sea and twice falling into it. 
One of his very earliest ascents 
ought really to have finished him. 
It happened at Cheltenham in 1823. 
Apparently some madman had cut 
the ropes which held the car, a fact 
which was not discovered until the 
balloon was well off the ground, 
Green and his companion had to at- 
tach themselves to the hoop of the 
balloon, which darted up 10000 feet 


Buying Power

There is one aspect of economic 
depression that has been dinned 
into our ears daily by both the ad- 
vertising and the editorial pages 0: 
the press, 

And that is that business and in- 
dustry are the victims of frozen 
buying power, 

It is contended that fear has 
frozen the will-to-buy, 

And it is said that if every per- 
son who could buy would buy, eco- 
nomic recovery would be prompt 
and adequate 

With this contention I am, in the 
main, in agreement. 

But there is an aspect of this 
contention that deserves the utmost 
emphasis and re-¢mphasis 

And thats aspect is this: 

The frozen buying power presents 
a problem that is broader and 
decper than the arguments com- 
monly advanced in the advertising 
appeals of businesses, seeking as 
they should seek to drum up trade 
for tomorrov and» the day after, 
would seem to suggest. 

The problem of frozen buying 
power is not solely the problem of 
scared masses hoarding their 
slender savings in socks or hiding 
them behind a loose brick in the 
chimney. 

There is, no doubt, a great deal of 
this sort of hoarding 

And much of it may be a useless 
and costly kind of economy, result- 
ing in a reduction of the living 
standards of many families, 

And so the advertising appeals 
that strike a blow at false eco- 
nomies prompted by an epidemic 
fear are rendering a genuine service, 

But the frozen buying power that 
threatens our whole industrial sys- 
tem with a kind of creeping par- 
alysis is something quite apart from 
the merely hesitant buying of scared 
customers, 

The really dangerous frozen buy- 
ing power is the social surplus of 
wealth that, in the hands of the 
minority, is being or has been in- 
vested too much in the means of 
production, while the majority has 
been, from necessity, investing too 
little in products, 

Quite apart from any social con- 
siderations, and solely in the inter- 
est of the permanent prosperity and 
progress of our industrial system, 
the achievement of a wider distribu- 
tion of wealth through the states- 
maniike administration of wages, 
hours, and prices is important, 

The machine age cannot maintain 
itself as a going concern unless its 
distribution of income creates a 
working world filled with men and 
women with money for buying and 
leisure for enjoying the full output 
of the machine age.

Appointees of Council De- 
fend Action—New 
Rules Needed 


Bitter condemnation of the high- 
handed attitude of «the city council 
in requesting the exhibition board to 
amend its constitution and thereby 
rob itself of any power to discipline 
courcil appointees to the board for 
absence was voiced by P. W. Abbott, 
manager of the exhibition association 
at the meeting in the council chamber 
of the civic block Wednesday evening 

The request of the city council to 
the exhibitiun board was to amend 
the constitution so that the coun- 
cil’s appointees to the board cannot 


be automaticelly removed from the 
board for non-attendance at three 
consecutive meetings. Mr. Abbott 


pointed out that such an amendment 
would rob the board of all power to 
discipline its members, and involve 
two sets of rules and two distinct 
methods of treatment of the council's 
and shareholders’ representatives on 
the board, 

MOST UNFAIR 

“Such discrimination between the 
two representative bodies is unjust 
and most unfair and I fail to see why 
the council appointees should be ex- 
empt from a ruling which applies to 
the other members of the board,’ said 
Mr, Abbott, “Should this amendment 
be adopted involving two sets of rules 
for tne two sets of directors, one set 
appointed by the council and one by 
the shareholders, we should be simply 
asking for trouble.” 

Carl Berg qu.stioned observance by 
the board of the rule of “three times 
and out,” for a member of the board 
on previous occasions. 

Ex-Alderman East said that mem- 
bers should be allowed absence in 
cases of sickness and advocated the 
advisability of the two sets of rules, 

Alderman She :pard furthered this 
idea by saying that at present the 
board consisted of 13 appointees of 


the council and 12 of the share- 
holders and taking into considera- 
tion that the members are appointed 
by two distinct and separate bodies, 
discrimination in the treatment 
should be shown. 

Manager Abbott still maintained 
that no difference should be shown 


when there was no difference in the 
policy of the members, Alderman 
Sheppard stuck to his guns saying 
that a difference existed in that the 
council appointees were there to look 
after the interest: of the city, and the 
shareholders’ representatives to take 
care of the interests of the association, 

The difference was not settled and 
the board came to the decision to 
send back the request for amendment 


to the council for further considera- 
tion on the motion made by J. C. 
Bowen, 


The executive was indignant at the 
request of the council to over-ride the 
power of the board to discipline It’s 
own members after giving it (the 
executive) that power several years 
ago. Such treatment is unparalleled 


in the city, the hospital and the sink-

field could be marketed it would sup- 
ply the demands of the market. 

The oil men pointed out that one 
method to combat the surplus oj] 
situation would be to curtail of drill- 
ing operations, which would subse- 
quently result in a decline 
tion, 

Imperial Ol! intends continuing 
with the development work 
field, he said, and the company is at 
present completing wells already 
started, ‘These include Mayland No. 
4, which is drilling at 2,300 feet; 
Mayland No. 6, 4,200 feet; Lowery 
Petro‘eum No, 2, drilling at 6,100 feet 
in the limestone; South Lowery No.'s 
2 and 3; Merland No, 1, drilling in 
the south end of the valley in the 
limestone. C, D. and P., in the Waite 
Valley, is drilling in the limestone 
and should be completed in the next 
few days, while South-West Pete is
